FIRST POSTMASTER 


OF JADDEN DEAD 


Death of "Uncle" Frank Baker in Grant 


County at Ripe Age of 


79 Years. 


PROBABLY ROBBED 


WHILE DEAD DRUNK 


Adams County Fanner Lost Several 


Hundred Dollars—Sold Big Farm 


Last Week. 


Hartford City, lud., Jan. 27.—-"Uncle" 


Frank Baker, 79 years old, first post- 
master at Jadden, is dead at his home 
just over the line in Grant county, west 
of this city, following an illness of five 
weeks. 
Death was due to infirmities 


incident to old age'. 


The death of Mr. Baker is the first 


in the family consisting of the wife 
and five children, the youngest of whom 
is forty years old. The deceased was 
one of the oldest and best known resi- 
dents in the vicinity of Jadden. 
He 


hud lived in that neighborhood practic- 
ally all his life. His early days were 
spent in Marion, where he became a 
machinist in a foundry. 


He moved to a farm on the county 


line when that section was a sheer wild- 
erness. When a postoflice was located 
in the little village of Jadden that aft- 
erward grew up in the sparsely settled 
district, he was chosen as postmaster, 
and for a 
number of years the office 


was located in his little log cabin'home. 


Born in 
Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Bakur. 


came to Grant 'county in his boyhood, 
locating at Marion. 
More than forty 


years ago he settled on a 120-acre farm 
near Jaddcn and continued to reside 
there until death. 


Mr. Baker was of the hale, hardy 


type of the early pioneer and his rug- 
ged constitution remained unbroken de- 
spite the many hardships of his young 
manhood until 
age crept 
upon him. 


Some five weeks ago he suffered his first 
illness—an illness brought on by old 
nge. 
He reallv was not sick, for he 


was afflicted with no disease and suf- 
fered no pain.

hud simply worn out.

Decatur, Ind., Jan. 27.—Suffering 


from a bad wound on the head, received 
in a fall, rendering him unconscious for 
a while, stupified with drink and suffer- 
ing from a total lapse of memory as^to 
where he spent Thursday night, John 
O'Donnell, a prominent farmer residing 
five miles cast of Geneva, was confined 
in the Adams county jail yesterday on 
a charge of public intoxication, and is 
unable to account for several hundred 
dollars from the $3,500 received in the 
sale of his forty-acre farm made last 
week. It is feared that he may have 
been robbed during a drunken stupor 
while in Fort Wayne Thursday night, 
as he is unable to state where he spent 
the night.

HINTS ON HOME ENTERTAINING.

Let us suppose that we are a party of I 


young folks gathered together 
oil a 


stormy night which precludes seeking 
entertainment outside of the 
home. 


What shall we do to amuse ourselves? 
Well, lirst get a sheet, arrange it as a 
screen and then prepare for an evening 
of endless fun. For a plain-white sheet 
will do more toward furnishing an even- 
ing's entertainment than 
any 
other 


aitide to be found in the average home. 
With this plain white screen shadow 
pictures, lantern shows, puzzles and num- 
berless other divertiscments are possible. 
. Two capital impromptu games 
a-e 


played in this manner. For the first an 
opening about six inches wide should he 
cut in the sheet at a convenient height 
for different persons to stand and show 
only their eyes.^. No light should be 
hack of tho sheet, and 
the company 


seated in front must guess whose eyes 
are staring at them. 


A variation of this, idea-may be even 


rtore amusing, because it affords oppor- 
tunity for misleading the guessers. In- 
stead of an opening the sheet is drawn 
up a. few inches from the floor in order 
to show the feet of those who stand be- 
hind it. Boys, accordingly, put on skirts 
and girls slip their hands into 
their 


fathers' shoes, getting down on all fours 
in order to deceive. 


Mesmerism. 


Another 
mirth-provoking trick 
is 


called mesmerism. Blacken the center 
of the. under side of a small plate by 
holding it over tho flame of a candle, be- 
ing careful not to soil the edge or top 
Put this plate upon another and place 
them in front of you. Thc person to be 
mesmerized must bo seated so that by 
no possibility can he see his reflection 
in the glass, but must be in full view

CHAIRMAN'S ADDRESS I 


CYBUS K. FAIRFIELD. 


Kow One of the Oldest' Pioneer Resi- 


dents. 


One among the Sons of the. American j 


Revolution in this city is Cyrus K. Fair- 
field, the well known real estate agent. 
His grandfather, Capt. William Fnirfiolil, 
was a soldier in the American army 
during the war of the revolution^ one 
of the. aides-de-camp of General Wash- 
ington, and had a record for bravery and 
efficient service that is a treasured 'one 
in the history of the Fairfield family. 


But 'this is not the only ancestral 


honor to which Mr. Fairfield can lay 
claim. Jlis father, Asa Fairfield, and his 
uncle. Oliver Fairlicld, also fought for 
the flag of their nation. 
Both 
were 


sailors in the American navy, on board 
var vessels, during the war 
of 
the 


United States with England in 1812. 


They participated in a number of en- 


gagements on the high seas. In one of 
them both were captured 
by 
English 


men-of-war and confined in English pris- 
ons. Oliver was in prison at Halifax, N. 
S., for sixteen months, and Asa in prison 
at Diirtmouth, England, Tor six'monlhs. 


. Led Seafaring Life. 


The Fail-fields hack in those times of 


long ago, the closing years 'or the eight- 
eenth century and the first years of the 
nineteenth century, lived on the coast oi 


MRS. ASA FAIRFIELD,

town. 
The grandfather, William, was 


for years a sen captain, sailing to almost 
every port-of the world in his long sea- 
faring life. ' 


All of his sons followed the same life, 


Oliver and Asa both rising to the posi- 
tions of captains. They were in this 
ocean sailing business before the war of 
ISlii, and 
followed 
it after the war 


closed, both amassing money in the oc- 
cupation. 
That sort of life had its 


hardships and to escape them and get 
in some other occupation, with their 
brother Charles, they 
determined 
to 


come west and engage in farming. 


The opportunity ottered itself and they 


came to Fort Wayne. This was during 
the early thirties of the last century. 
A small colony 
of 
Maine 
residents, 


among them Hon. Hugh McCuiloch, was 
coming here, and with them- in 1833 
came Asa and Oliver Fairfleld. who soon 
after purchased large tracts of land here. 


"Father bought 24(1 acres of land in 


what is now South Wayne," said Cyrus 
Fairfield, whom The Sentinel reported 
had sought out for the purpose of getting 
this reminiscent story. "He paid $12 an 
aero for it. No," he replied, ''I hardly 
think you could buy it for that now.

Mr. McCuiloch was chairman of the ! 


meeting at which Hon. .1. Horace Me- | 
1'arland. president of the American Civic 
association, wns the principal speaker. 
A lifelong resident of Fort Wayne and 
well kuown for his public spirit. Mr. 
McCuiloch went back into local history 
somewhat to show how Fort Wayne had 
profited by every advance step taken, 
and urged that there be no halting in 
the movement for civic beautilieation. 
In the course of his address Mr. MeCul- 
loch said: 
"Breathes there a man,with soul so dead 


Who never to himself has said 
This is my own, my native land." 


The beautiful and patriotic sentiment 


of these few lines applies as appropriately 
to the love of one's native city as to his 
native country. Few there he who come 
to this country from the old countries 
who do not remember their birthplace 
and tlieir home city with sincere affec- 
tion, no matter whether their general 
sujroundlngs were not as comfortable as 
they may be in their new home. 


1 am Rlud to be here this evening, for 


I am and always have been deeply inter- 
ested in any movement or enterprise that 
will benefit our city, that will make it 
keep pace with the other cities of our 
state, and that will make it a delightful 
Place to live. I was born here, and I 
have always made this my home. To me 
It has always been "Home, Sweet Home." 
If I keep on living a few years longer, 
and I am going to try to do so. I may be 
pointed out as HH oldest inhabitant. 


Why. therefore, should 1 not he Inter- 


ested In making It a more beautiful home 
for myself and the 70.000 good people 
who live with me here? When I was a 
child my father and mother purchased 
a few acres on the banks ot the then 
beautiful St. Mary's.

One ot Oldest Residents. 


After making the purchase of 
this 


land Asa Fairfield returned lo his Maine 
home and brought his family here, as 
Oliver did also. This was in 1835. They 
were two months on the way. The trip 
from Toledo was made up the Jhiumee 
river. In speaking of it the son, Cyrus, 
says: 


"I was a pretty young traveler then, 


a baby in my mother's arms, only six 
months old. Barring A. «. Barnctt and 
Mrs. Mary K. Jenk'r.s, a daughter of 
my Uncle Oliver. I guess I am now 
the oldest resident of 
Fort 
Wayne. 


AVhilc on our way here father anil uncle 
each bought a carriage in Pittsburg. 
They were loaded on the boat and we sat 
in them as WP rode along in the boat. 
They were the

brought to Fort Wayne.'' 


The first frame,house in what is now

Personal Recollections. 


Mr. Fairfield was born at Kennebuck- 


nort, Me~ on December 2T, 1834. Coming 
here as an infant six. months later, he 
ran only speak of ..conditions in Fort 
Wayne then from what he heard others 
say' about it. Ho remembe,rs, however, 
events and conditions from the time be 
was a lad of four 'and five years old. 


"When we came here,'1 he said, "there 


were only about -fifteen white families. 
The Indians were everywhere. 
Over 


where, the electric works now stand T 
used to see when on my way to school 
many Indians wrapped in their blankets 
lying in the thickets. 


"The tract of land that lies between 


DeWald and Taylor streets, from Broad- 


east to Oakley, -was a 
Tegular 


swamp. It was almost impossible to get 
through it. There were a' great many 
locatlori 


wolves around there. We tried to raise j formea us a]most immeaiately from -a 
sheep, but the wolves destroyed so many 
of them that we gave it up." 


From the age of ten years the recol- 


lections of Mr. Fairfield about .-events- 
and things in Fort Wayne , are 
vivid. 


During his long life he has 
followed 


farming much of the time and also gar- 
dening. He was a. traveling salesman: 
for a long time. For. some years past he 
lias been engaged in the real estate busi- 
ness, in which ho is at the present time. 


Of the 'canal days, and the first coming

ber wagon all holler. I believe it -will go 
ahead of the canal boats. The first thing 
we know it will be..turning off and run 
ip Berry street. Then there'll be some- 
thing doing.' 


The tract of land that lies between 


DeWald and Taylor streets, from Broad: 
way east to Oakley." Mr. Fairfield con- 
tinued, "we called 'the hog pasture.' My 
ather built a pen of round logs twelve 
or fifteen feet high there. He had a so- 
called trap door in it which gave en- 
trance to the hogs. We used to catch a 
good many hogs in this pen.

linquency aud penalizing of corporations 
that had failed to pay their license tax 
fees. The time for the payment of those 
fees was fixed on November 30 last. By 
inadvertence, or design the last regular 
session of the legislature amended the 
law to provide that in the case of lice,nse 
taxes being unpaid July 1 the corporation 
should be held to be delinquent. Septem- 
ber 1 ivas fixed as the final dale of de- 
linquency.
